Soviet specialists Jn both the Japanese Cabinet Research Chamber and the 
Japanese Foreign Ministry believe that there are three distinct alignments 
of political personalities within the Communist Party leadership of the 
* Soviet Government. According to these Japanese specialists, the first of 
these is the government group, composed of Nikolay A. Bulganin, Nikita 8. Khrush 
and Anastas I. Mikoyai. This is a hard-core triumvirate representing the moot 
tough-mJndcd element j: Uni current Party leadership. Some Japanese officials 
believe M1k.u*nn t.o be of ouch stature in this group that he peroonally 
executed former MVD Mail Lavrentiy P. Beriya with a pistol shot. 


2. The second alignment is an anti -Khrushchev group led^by former Foreign Minister 
Vyacheslav M. MolotcrW Marshal Georgiy K. Zhukov 1 a " a * and the military -naval 
Icodrrg arc in thin gfoup, which may include Marshal Konstantin K. Rokossovskiy, 
the rurr«*nt Minister <?r Dnfrnoe Jn Poland. Rokossovsk l.v *s recall to Moscow is 
probably imminent in ilJew of the Po7.i:an uprising and other internal problems 
affecting Poland. Lniar M# Kaganovich may also belong to this antl-Khruohcbev 
group. There Jn a* third, moderate group which compulses the serious economists 
and othrr practical tifehnJ clans, such ao oenior mglueoro end scientists. 

OcorgJy M. Malenkov hdade this mM^mte segment. Kaganovich may actually 
be within thJo group, j Kagnnov.tr V s political positiai cannot be accurately 
estimated but, becaumi of the nature of the speech he delivered 
during the 20th Party | Congress in which lie protested the norm requirements he 
had been required by the Central Committee to enforce sad the vages-hours 
problems derived therdfrom, he definitely is considered to be anti-Khrushchev. 
Vyacheslav A. Malyshcij, former Minister of Medium Machine Building, 
probably also belongs to this middle grouping.
